to be taken in order that students attend- 
ang the University should fully benefit 
by the facilities provided. The Uniyer- 
sity Degree in its original form was a 
Civil Engineering degree, und allowed 
little time to the students to specialise in 
the departments of Mechanical or Electri- 
cal Engincering. During the last two 
years, the University Court and the 
Governors of the Heriot-Watt College 
have been engaged in remudelling the 
scheme for the Degree so as to unable 
students entering the University to 
specialise as Civil, Mechanical, or Elec- 
trical, Engincers. This’ has been made 
possible by a. full utilisation’ by the 
University of the staff and equipment of 
the Heriot-Watt College, and from this 
time forward any student entering the 
Enginecring School of the. University will 
be able to obtain as complete a training 
as exists anywhere in these three depart- 
ments of modern Engineering, finally 
.. taking the B.Sc. in Engineering but 
specialising in the particular department 
which he. wishes to study.

DDIPERIAL NATUIEALIBATION, 


J hear that the question of inperial 
Naturalisation has been ‘exercising, the 
minds of the Government of Australia 
and Canada of late, of course in eonjune: 
tion with the Home Government, All the 
other dominions overseas agreed to adopt 
the recommendations of the Departmental 
Committees. The solution of the problem 
has, proved to be most difficnlt, owing to 
the existence of numerous differences in 
the laws of various parts’ of the empire. 
In Canada the matter is one of urgeney, 
while'in Australia the greatest diMieulty 
experienced relates to the provision in 
the Imperial draft bill, which proposes 
to grant full rights and privileges, duties 
and liabilities of natural-born British 
subjects. The Commonwealth Govern- 
ment have proposed, instead, bo mate 
tain the tistinetion ervated hy their Con- 
stitution and certain local laws: between 
natural-bora British subjects andl those 
naturalised in the Commonwealth. With 
thin fimitation they are prepared to 
recognise an Iinperial certifiente of 
Naturalisation within the Commonwealth, 
but it must be clearly underatood that 
such a certificate will confer on the holder 
‘no greater rights in Alistralia than a] 
certificate issued under the lueal law. A
